ventations to the Chinese and Soviet 
Governments in ‘regard to tha situa- 
‘tion in Manchuria, drawing atten-., 
tlon’to their obligations ‘undpr the 
Kellogg Pact. Mr, Henderson 
agreed that His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment should be assochated with such 
representations, which were: now

So fer as he was aware, neither 
the Chinese nor the Soviet Govern- 
ment had informed any other 
Government that they considered 
themselves at war. To the best of 
his belief the Chinese Government 
had taken no definite step’ to bring 
the dispute before the League of 
Nations. The Chinese Minister on 
November 28 informed him that the 
Chinese Government had contem- 


plated such an’ appeal, and asked 
Mr, Henderson's views on the mat- 
ter.

. The growing tide of additional ton- 
nage and services seeking positions on 
the Pacific .has caused? considerable 
specutation on the part of observers as 
to whether the tradea will support the 
increase. In some quarters the conten+ 
tion is advanced that there is danger of 
aver-tonnaging. A San Francisco ob- 


_ |server of the situation, in conjunction 


with an analysis of the amount of ship 
tonnage available as compared with 
the movement of freighters, particular- 
ly in the trans-Pacific section, express- 
ed the belief this week that the con- 
tinuous effort to, influence people to 
become: ship-minded and bring more 
bottoms into Pacifie ports was having 
“a serious boomerang effect.” 

“So much interest has spparently 
been created,” sald this observer, “that 
Pacific ports are being flooded with new 
lines and services to a point where it 
has become 1 serious question with 
existing companies, because commerce 
has not bullt up a cargo movement to 
take care of fhe rapid increase in ship 
tonnage.” 


Situation ‘Analysed 


Citing import and export figurcs 
bearing on the trans-Pacifie section, 
the commentator went on:— , 

“Tho last four years, or say 1925 to 
1928 «inclusive, have been gen- 
erally regarded as good shipping 
years.’ There was great interest in 
foreign trade; exporters, manvfac- 
turers, importers and everybody con- 
cerned had been stimulated to increased 
action and .undoubtedly great efforts 
have been made to increase the move- 
ment of cargo between the United 
States and forcign ‘countries. That 
this has been particularly fruitful is 
is not entirely borne out by the figures. 
These figures are confined to trade ‘be- 
tween the United States and the Orient 
and India, - including Japan, China, 
Hong Kong, Philippine Islands, British 
Malaya and British India,

UNKNOWN PHENOMENON © 


_ An unexplained Jack. of compass 
variations in northern Alaska was, 
reported ‘after a summer of research 
by Mr. F. P. Ulrich, for the last ten! 
yeara director of the magnetle and 
.seismological observatory 


Alaska. . During the. summer. he 
checked magnetic deviations north of 
the. Yukon River in Central. Alaska | 
to the Arctic Coast. At the Rampart | 
station, nearest to the. magnetic pole, | 
where ha expected a fleld of high in- 
tensity, Mr. Ulvich was forced t cut 
the snaps from his gloves because of 
the interference they caused when he 
attempted to measure the intensity, 
which proved to bo the lowest he had 
ever found. At Cordova the compass 
needle showed a variation of 28 de- 
grees between 1 and 2 p.m. record- 
Ing a range of only 15. minutes as 
compared with the average of 30 
minutes for that time. He also dis- 
covered that the variation has been 
decreasing in this section alx-tenths | 
of o minute each year. “The ma: 
netic forces of the world still remain 
the most baffling of all of nature's 
mysteries,” Mr. Ulrich said in re- 
porting on his survey, “I believe 
that the earth’s magnetism is con- 
nected with other phenomena such 
as carthquakes, sun spots, northern 
lights and cable and radio interfer. 
ence, but as yet there is no proof 
that these are dependent on each 
other or controlled by an oven more 
inexplicable phenomenon. Observa~ 
tions seem to Indicate that magnetic 
intensity varies like a pendulum, 
sweeping from one extreme to the 
other in deviations from true north, 
but the deviations are not regular’ 
and cannot be predicted and must be 
ascertained by observation.” Both 
the United States Government and 
the Canadian Government -are ca 
ing out survey work on shipboard In 
regard to magnetic variation, the 
charting being conducted by vessels 
operating in the Great Lakes, the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, and the Hud- 
son Bay regions. These vessels are 
equipped with Gyro-Compasses in 
order that they may obtain truo 
bearings irrespective of weather con- 
ditions.. In support of Mr,’ Ulrich’s 
belief that the earth's magnetism fs, 
connected with other phenomena; it fs 
Interesting to note that the" radio 
operator who accompanied MacMillan 
on his.recent voyage to the Arctic’ 
reported that when the “Bowdoin” 
was In the harbour in Labrador, the 
magnetic compass was caused te go 
nine degrees astray by) the influence 
Jof the Northern Lights, The effects | 
of this mysterlous phenomenon ‘were.

“Rothan, yes, certainly, This man 
was in 1850 the Second Secretary in 
the French Embassy in Beflin; then 
he came out to the East, I’ think to 
1 Constantinople; he become French 
Consul at Hamburg, where he was 
overtaken by the war; he wrote two 
‘books, not. one only, about the 
Franco-German war, and later, 
through Prince Hohenlohe, he 
applied for the restoration of his 
proporty, but Bismarck did not 
agree to that. He must have dled 
about the same time as Bismarck, 
and—wait a moment—I think {t 
was at Lago Maggiore, quite near 
the place where you now are living.”

Governor Barbosa is a high off- 
tial in «the Portuguese Colonial 
Service. He has’ been entrusted 
with many and | varied duties in 
the public service and in all of 
them has always displayed a high 
dexree of knowledge, bringing to 
bear on the discharge of his office 
the excellent qualities of great 
discernment and = zeal, coupled 
with a deep Interest i his work.

GUIDANCE FOR LEADERS OF 
; STRIKE MOVEMENTS 
CODE OF ADVICE 

Moscow Is ever alert to foment 
strikes. a 

The October numbor of -“Inter-| 
national Press Correspondence” 
gives a full report of the proceed- 
ing at the Tenth Plenum of the 
Executive Committee of tha Com- 
munist International at Moscow. 

During the course of the proceed. 
ings rules for strike leaders were 
laid down by “Comrade” Lozovaky. 
After analysing the differing types 
of strikes he sald: 

“If we want the general taf, 
the lendership of the strike, irres- 
pective of its size, to be equal to 
the: situation, as is urged’ by the 
Comintern, the following should be 
the rules guiding the leading staff 
at the head of the strike movement: 

“1, To choose the suitable mo- 
ment for the blow; 2, to choose the 
weakest spot of the enemy and to 
aim the blow at the weakest lnk; 
to seize the initiative and to be able 
to keep “it; 4, hit at the centre of 
the enemy's concentration (Clause- 
witz); 5, to forestall possible ‘action 
ofthe enemy and paralyse those 
dangerous to us; 

“G6. to use all means to render 
the blackleg organizationa harm- 
to ‘be able ‘to resort to 
roundabout and concentric move- 
ments; 8 to ascertain the limits 
of pressure to be brought to bear 
on the enemy, and his degree of 
resisting ability; 9. not to be’ 
carried away by success, and be 
able to terminate a strike In time; 
10. after a successful strike never 
yield to temptation‘and provoca- 
tion, and be able at the necessary 
moment to start the fight again; - 

Lenin’s Counsel 

11. to be able in case of need to 
retreat in time, to make a truce, 
without Josing .one’s head; 12. 
never to forget that all agreements 
with the bourgeois are no more 
than a truce, and always prepare for 
a new attack (‘An agreement is a 
means to gather the force'—Lenin) ; 
18. to be able at the decisive mo- 
ment to attract new. reserves, chief- 
ly workers from socially necessary 
enterprises; 14. never, after the 
start of a strike, to take up a re- 
ferendum on the queation whether 
to continue or discontinue thd 
struggle; : 

“15. never to carry on negotia- 
tions with the employers behind the 
scene; but to do everything openly, 
in fall view, promptly informing 
about it all those who are concern- 
ed: :

“19. immediately after the out- 
break of a strike, to shut all the 
liquor establishments, which usual- 
ly are the centre of blackleg 
activity; 20.. to arouso sympathy 
for the strikers among the tollers 
and workers of. all. categories; 21.

made by Dr. Guy Warman, Bishop, 


of Manchestér, in an address in 
Manchester ‘Cathedral to delegates 


to the Nationa} Council of Women..; 


Dr. Warman sald that there was 
danger In this modern world, where 
#0 much was written and talked 
about sex, of aomething in the na- 
ture of a conflict between men and 
women, . 

It was suggested that man's point 
of view and woman's point of view 
were frreconcilable, and that one 
sex or other, had ‘o strive for the 
mastery. Describing himself as a 
partner and ‘a sympathiser, and not 
as an old fogey, he said that any- 
thing like’ séx antagonism was go- 
ing to hinder them in the achfeve- 
ment of their greatest task. He 
continued :— 

“There are problems of marriage 
to-day, great and difficult, and there 
is a danger lest we should give the 
younger generation the idea that 
married 'ife is a long conflict or, as 
someone jeeringly remarked, that 
permanent marriage is a fight to 
the finish. : 

Problems of Divorce 

“We are troubled and concerned 
about problems of ‘divorce, but, I 
believe that it is the task of mar- 
ried folk to let the world see that 
marriage is a great and mighty 
thing—the best partnership in the 
world—and to help young men and 
women to’ -make such marriages 


that, inthe days to come, there shalt 


be no need to break them. © 

“In our modern novels, our films, 
and our plays sometimes the pro- 
blem of sex is put to such use that 
you might almost -regard it as an 
ugly thing. , 

“T do ask woman... that she will 
offer her best.both in the married 
Ife of the.home and. in the effort 
to help the married -life of homes 
that in days to come we may get 
rid of any sort of -gloom, elther in 
married life or din the big. world 
around us. : i 

“There is no need for sex ans 
tagonism.. We are comrades—men 
and women, ‘husbands. and wives, 
brothers.and sisters—and in com- 
radeship the great stones of the 


world can ba rolled away.” 


Dr. Warman-said that they had, 
been told. that organized religion 
had been content to.pass the pro- 
blem of life on the other s{de. 

“The gibe has been cast in our 
teeth,” he said, “that religion is 
making sure of the next world at 
the expense of this. I  forswear 
that. I can.see no future for Eng- 
Jand with God left out, , What we 
need {s service, fellowship, and 
God.” .
